v MONG recent revivals has been the Marathon con- 
? test, in which the youth of our land especially seem 
? to have become largely interested. The country- 


side is strewn with youngsters, clad in garments 
which strict conventionality forbids JupGE to 
name, breathlessly endeavoring to propel them- 
selves by means of their pedal extremities over 
the intervening spaces between two sections of 
the country, placed twenty-five miles apart. It 
does not take close scrutiny of the general 





appearance of these contestants to convince one 
that, while the spirit is all there, the flesh is 
still somewhat lacking in the vigor necessary to a grand-stand finish 
of real impressiveness; and, since a number of physicians of stand- 
ing have condemned the practice of such long runs for our adoles- 
cent gladiators as more likely than not to bring about disastrous 
results, it is respectfully suggested that the contests hereafter be 
permitted to take a different form. 

If in the schools, for instance, a gold medal should be awarded 
every week to the youth who can hold his tongue the fastest fora 
period of twenty-five hours, then something worth while would be 
obtained. A Marathon silence test would be of real value in the 
strengthening of character, since silence breeds meditation, and 
meditation is the mother of philosophy, and through philosophy one 
learns how to get the greatest good out of life not only for himself, 
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MARATHON CONTESTS. 
but for others as well. In any event, a contest of this nature could 
work no lasting physical damage to the growing manhood of America, 
and in the end might not only produce a more thoughtful and less 
vocally impulsive citizenship than can be obtained in any other way, 
but make such institutions as the Society for the Suppression of Un- 
necessary Noises entirely superfluous. 

For persons of more mature years JuDGE suggests Marathon 
rides on our vehicles of transportation, prizes to be given, say, to 
the man who gives up his seat most frequently to ladies in the course 
of a twenty-five mile ride—a sort of Marathon contest in good man- 
ners which may or may not be needed in these days of chivalry-——to 
the chap who dangles most enduringly from a strap in a subway car 
during the rush hours, who stands for the longest time on somebody 
else’s feet without noticing it, as well as to the lady whose hatpin 
stabs the fewest number of fellow-travelers in the eye. Indeed, 
there is no end to the list of contests of this nature which, properly 
managed, would result in lasting benefit to the whole community and 
do damage to none. 

There is much that is good in the Marathon idea. All it seems 
to need is to be applied in different ways, in order that its real vir- 
tues may be developed most usefully to the greatest number of our 
fellow-men.
